The President who 
himself experienced this dreadful 
malady ig the founder and feels 
that no better occasion than his 
birthday could be chosen on which 
to launch this great humane pro- 
ject. Many contributions are be- 
ing made hy citizens of the town 
which will bring the actual run- 
ning expenses of the ball to a 
minimum.

Dr. Koo Speaks On 


Situation In China 


Dr. T. Z. Koo of China, repre- 
resentative from his country to 
many international conferences 
and a well-known speaker of the 
World Student Christian Federa- 
tion, spoke to 500 students at Mt. 
Hermon chapel Thursday noon, 
and at lunch gave several selec- 
tions of Chinese folks songs on his 
famous flute. He was introduced 
by Eugene Link, formerly of 
China, and now a member of the 
ible and the History departments 
of Mount Hermon. 

Dr. Koo presented three obser- 

vations he had made during his 
varied travels, all of which were 
important in paving the way for 
unity among the peoples of the 
earth, First, there is a large area 
of ignorance about the  back- 
ground of different peoples. Be- 
cause of this ignorance, misun- 
derstanding arises.. This is not 
due to ill will at all. The speaker 
stated that only yesterday at the 
depot in Springfield, he was ac- 
costed by the conductor and asked 
what order he belonged too. (Dr. 
Koo always travels in native 
garb. 
Secondly, if we could put our- 
selves in the other man’s place, 
we should become more humble 
and understanding. Dr. Koo told 
of an incident that happened to 
him when visiting in India one 
summer. He stated he could not 
understand why the Hindu stu- 
dents wore such heavy and hot 
clothing. He soon was humbled by 
being told that he himself looked 
like a flagpole at half-mast with 
his silks flying in the breeze. 

Third, even though our skins 
may be different, the instincts 
and motives beneath the skin are 
the same. An American who had 
been visiting Pekin for some time 
once told the speaker that the re- 
lations between the Chinese chil- 
dren and their parents was very 
cold and distant. On the other 
hand, Dr. Koo remarked that the 
American children are very de 
monstrative in their affection. It 
is all a matter of background and 
training. The motive of both the 
Chinese and the American chil- 
dren is love. If we could remem- 
ber that underneath the skin we 
are the same in heart and head, 
fewer misunderstandings and dif- 
ficulties between peoples would 
arise. The unity of universal 
brotherhood, proclaimed by Christ 
would become a reality, Dr. Koo 
concluded.

Re-employment 
Office Busy 


Work Is Found For Many 
Men And Women 


Projects Under Way In 
Northfield, Gill, And Irv- 


ing Put Three Hundred to 
Work 


Step into the National Re-em- 
; ployment officice in the Town Hall 
you will find Supervisor 
Ralph O. Leach and his stall do- 
ing valiant work in the enterprise 
which, with thousands of similar 
offiicies throughout the country, 
is ywiving employment to millions 
of men and women. The immedi- 
ate district over which our local 
office is concerned includes North- 
field, Gill and Irving, but tn) addi. 
tion to the needs of these Mr. 
Leach gives heed to calls from 
distant places and a number of 
inquiries coming by mail or tele- 
phone have resulted in’ bringing 
employers and workers together, 
the effort being made to secure 
for each one the work for which 
he or she ix best fitted. This. of 
course is not always accomplished, 
but as a rule, the applicants, who 
miss the particular job they ure 
mort competent to fill, adapt them- 
selves quickly to that which is at 
hand. The Re-employment plan is 
National in its scope. It is much 
broader than what is known as 
the C.W.A. It is, in fact, a de- 
partment of the Bureau of Labor. 
The ©.W.A. iy embraced in it and 
under the -C.W.A, locally, three 
hundred men and women are em- 
ployed on different projects with- 
in gur own bounds. Oof these 125 
are engaged in the preservation 
of the Connecticut River channel 
at four points, above the Schell 
bridge, below the C. V.. bridge, 
at the Farms, and at the East 
Deerfield quarry where most of 
the stone for the rip-rap work is 
obtuined. 21 men are omployed 
in Northfield on Gipsy Moth, apple 
tree work and dairy barn clean- 
ing. In the Town Hall three wo- 
men are employed at sewing, two 
at cleaning and one as_kinder- 
garten teacher. One woman is also 
engaged on farm survey. In Gill 
29 men and 9 women are em- 
ployed. Repairs on the school 
house and grading the school 
grounds have bren a part of the 
work assigned. 36 men are at 
work on roud grading in Irving. 
The work will continue until Feb. 
15 and longer if another appropi- 
ation is secured. The total pay- 
roll in this district, at present, is 
$4,600.00,

Dr. Danner Giioing 


Renowned Worker 
Among Leper Victims 


Much of interest is going on in 
the world today concerning a dis- 
ease once thought incurable. The 
hopeful, cheerful story of how 
lepers are being cured and leprosy 
controlied and eradicated will be 
told on Thursday evening, Feb. 8 
at the Trinitarian Church mid- 
week eervice by W. M. Danner of 
New York, General Secretary of 
the American Mission To Lepers. 

In a survey of this country Mr. 

Danner found lepers in 82 of the 
United States, and led in a cam- 
paign whereby Congress was’ in- 
duced to appropriate the neces- 
sary funds for the establishment 
of a long-needed Federal Lepro- 
sarium. This institution, located at 
Carville, Louisiana, hag 3400 pa- 
tients under treatment at the 
present time. In recent years a 
total of 75 have been discharged 
as symptom-free and allowed to 
return to their homes. 
. In the course of extensive 
world travels to investigate lep- 
rosy conditions and to increase the 
interest being taken by other gov- 
ernments in dealing with the prob- 
Jem, Mr. Danner has visited many 
of the 160 leper hospitals in 40 
countries aided by e mission 
which he represents. The society is 
officially endorsed by denomina- 
tional leaders, and works in close 
co-operation with all mission 
boards. It is international as well 
as inter - denominational, with 
branches in Great Britain, France, 
China, Japan, India and the Phil- 
ippines. It aids sufferers from lep- 
rosy, safeguards the health of 
theiy children by caring for them 
in separate homes (leprosy is not 
inherited), and seeks the co-opera- 
tion of governments and other 
agencies in freeing the world 
from leprosy. 

Automobile dispensaries and 
out-patient clinics are novel feat- 
ures of the mission’s service. 
These make medical treatment 
available for thousands of lepers 
for whom there is no room in the 
hospitals. There are not less than 
two million neglected lepers in the 
world. : 

At the church service, which 

will be held from 7:30 to 8:80 
P. M.,. Feb. 8, - Mr. Danner will 
give intimate glimpses, illustrated 
with. large photographs,../of: the 
human side of life in that in- 
tensely interesting, and surpris- 
ingly cheerful place,” a modern 
leper colony. He brings a message 
of cheer and courage and of he- 
roic service that is inspiring to all 
who hear him. - 
. Mr. Danner is also scheduled to 
speak at Chapel at Mount Hermon 
School and_ Northfield Seminary 
on Friday, February 9.

Dies In Auto Crash 


Was A Student In 
Amherst College 


Nelson P. Coffin Jr., of Keene, 
N. H., = sophomore in Amherst 
College, was killed early Monday 
morning when his car skidded on 
the icy road between South Had- 
ley and Amherst and crashed into 
a telephone pole. His companion, 
Robert G. Mallory of Pittsburgh, 
Penn.. was injured.

Dies In Florida 


An Honored Trustee Of 
The Northfield Schools 


George S. Palmer, 78, of New 
London, Conn., retired manufac- 
turer, philanthropist and patron 
of arts, died at Lake Wales, Flor- 
ida, Tuesday Januarv 28. He had 
been in failing health for a year 
and left his home for Lake Wales, 
Florida, on Thanksgiving Day. 
About Christmas he became se- 
riously ill and gradually became 
weaker until it was evident he 
could not recover, 

Among his many philanthropies 
were generous gifts to education. 
In 1925 he gave $250,000 to 
Northfield Seminary and in Octo- 
ber 1927 Palmer Hall was ded- 
icated as the result of that gift. 
He was present and delivered an 
address on that occasion. 

Mr. and Mrs, Palmer have made 
many visits to Northfield and have 
many personal friends here. At 
the funeral and interment at New 
London, Saturday Jan. 27, Mr. E. 
L. Bulkly, Trustee, represented 
the Northfield Schools and was an 
honSrary pall-bearer. Headmaster 
Elliott Speer and Mr. A. P. Fitt 
were also present at the funeral.

Interesting Letter 


From Japan|: 


Mr. and Mrs. Russell Durgin 
Send Greetings 
To Northfield 


The following letter recently re- 
ceived by Mre. A. P. Fitt from 
Mr. and Mrs. Russell Durgin, now 
in Japan, will be of interest to 
many of their friends. They write: 

“After a busy year in America, 
we arrived in Tokyo last month. 
The hearty welcome we have re- 
ceived has been deeply gratifying, 
especially because of its signiti- 
cance from the standpoint of the 
international relations of the 
Y. M. C. A. I have never seen a 
time during the past fifteen years 
when the presence of a_ small 
group of foreign secretaries was

service in constructive Association 
work as well as long lines of in- 
ternational relationships. During 


; our absence, Mr. Saito, who has 


been General Secrtary of the To- 
kyo Y. M. C. A. since the earth- 
quake days of 1932, has been 
asked to resume his former posi- 
tion as National General Secre~ 
tary, but for the time being is car- 
rying both loads. The loss of two 
of our other strong secretaries, 
both having become affiliated with 
the National Committee, means a 
considerable reorganization in our 
division of responsibility. Finances 
are also in a very difficult situa- 
tion, but during the remaining 
weeks of the year our whole staff 
is being mobilized in the deter- 
mination to close the year with- 
out a deficit. If this can be accom- 
plished it wil lbe a great victory. 

Reviewing the work of the To- 
kyo Association during the past 
year, I feel that the work with 
boys and the summer camps have 
been outstanding. The Yamanaka 
camp enrolled more than double 
the number of boys and young 
men previously attending, and the 
new long-term Christian character 
education camp at Lake Nojiri for 
a comparatively small group of 
carefully selected boys was a 
great success. Growing out of the 
responsibilities of our Physical Di- 
rector Yanagita as trainer for the 
Japanese Olympic swimming team 
last year .an interesting Sport’s 
Massage class has attracted many 
young men to the Physical De- 
partment. The distribution of 
nearly a ton of rice to needy 
families is one of the opportuni- 
ties we have had this past year of 
helping meet the present econom- 
ic depression. Educational classes 
are as bee ee as ever, about five 
hundred young .men being en- 
rolled in the night classes which 
meet five nights a week. The fu- 
ture holds many economic and po- 
litical uncertainties, but our staff 
is keenly alive to changes which, 
as they take place, must have a 
direct bearing on the Y. M. C. A. 
program, In such a day we all 
feel the constant necessity of 
maintaining a very close relation- 
ship with the Divine source of our 
strength and power. 

Last week I had the rare priv- 
ilege of being with Toyohiko Kag- 
awa for an over-night retreat, and 
I came to a renewed conviction 
that the secret of Kagawa’s great 
success lies in his complete sur- 
render to Christ. He is now seek- 
ing to put his social work on a 
basis which will not require his 
eceonel attention, so that he may 

e free to boldly speak out on 
certain of his convictions, for he 
fully realizes the possible implica- 
tions involved for him personally. 
He is also carrying forward the 
Kingdom of God Movement, in 
spite of greatly reduced income 
from abroad, by charging a small 
admission fee for his evangelistic 
Those two davs spent 
with Kagawa and the “Kagawa 
Fellowship” were spiritually deep- 
ly rewarding. 

We have not been back lone 
enough to fully comprehend all 
the deep undercurrents of thought 
which are of great importance 
here today. It is an atmosphere of 
crisis. Newspapers. are constantly 
referring to fears about “the cris- 
is of 1986,” meaning the possi- 
bilities of the future naval dis- 
armament conferences. In the 
meantime, however, there loom 
before the public mind crises of 
closer proximity. Constant’ rumors 
are afloat that the present cab- 
inet is doomed. Economic and fi- 
nancial uncertainties are ever 
present, as they are elsewhere. 
The attempted assassination this 
week of Baron Kakatuski, head of 
Japan’s delegation to the London 
Naval Conference has made man 
of the business and political lead- 
ers of liberal tendencies “shiver

well equipped to assume the large 
‘responsibilities that he accepted 
upon his father’s death in 1899, 

nder his leadership The North- 
field Schools, the Summer Confer- 
ences, and the Record of Christian 
Work held true to the founder’s 
principles and aims; great expan- 
sion was achieved in student en- 
rellment, in plant and endowment, 
and in annual income from volun- 
tary contributions: and the fame 
and influence of Northfield were 
recognized around the world. We 
hereby testify to the high and un- 
selfish devotion he gave to his 
trust, to his business sagacity, and 
to his inspiring character as friend 
and fellow trustee.
